Claim Objections 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Misnumbered claim1-33 have been renumbered 39-71, respectively. 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 39, 42, 43, 46, 47, 50-52, 54, 56-58, 60-64, 66-68, 70, and 71 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jamie, British Patent 176,590. 

Jamie teaches an attachment associated with a door-catch or handle of a vehicle 
comprising an cover or frame 17, a glass disc 8, a license 9, and a metal disc 1 0. The 
glass disc, license 9 and metal disc 10 are removably received within the cover 17. 
Jamie also teaches a base portion having a disc 1 attached to the rear of the cover 17 
to hold the glass disc, license and the metal disc within the cover. A plate 6 is attached

to the door and a boss 3 is positioned between the disc 1 and the plate 6 to create a 
space therebetween. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3, 6, 7, 10, 1 1, 15, 17, 21, 27, and 31 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
